Enrollment Shows Drop 



By HAB$Y SCHWARTZ 

Communist parties .throughout 
the world now have a record mem- 
bership of between 25,000,000 and 
26,000,000 , persons according to 
recent reports in the Soviet press. 

The Communist party of the So- 
viet Union is still the largest with 
an indicated enrollment now prob- 
ably approximating 7,000,000. No 
actual membership figures . have 
"been published for some time, but 
the total can be estimated by sub 
tracting Soviet statements about 
Communist strength outside the 
U.S.S.R. from published figures for 
the entire world. 

The last data announced ,f or the 
Soviet party gave it 6,000,000 
members. The present indicated 
figure suggests that a major re- 
cruiting drive has taken place 
within the past year and a half. 
The Young 1 Communist League of 
the U.S.S.R. made a great effort to 1 
gain new members last year, net- 
ting 1,000,000 additional members 
. in eight months. * 

The second largest Communist 
party today is that of China, with 
4,000,000 members, an increase of 
"about 1,000,000 in the past year 
and twice the figure claimed in 
1947. The rapid gains achieved 
during 1949 and early 195fr were 
apparently the result of large-scale 
recruiting in the major cities of 

[South and Central China, which 
were under Nationalist control 
1948. 
Some* important losses ha 
been registered by European Co 
munist parties. In France o 
800,000 members are now claimed, 
. as against 1,300,000 in 1947. The 
Hungarian Workers (Communist) 
party, which once claimed 1,150,- 
; % 000 members, is now down to 950,- 
000, The Bulgarian- Communists 
now claim 442,00u card holders, as 
against a post-war high of more 
than 500,000. Purges . of suspected 
dissidents probably explain the de- 
clines in both -these Communist- 
dominated countries.

Dear Comrades: 



The Hational Committee at its recent Plenum, and in meetings with the dist- 
rict leaderships since then, has given major emphasis to the need of develop- 
ing a fighting crusade for peace - a crusade which will penetrate every nock 
and corner of the nation, evsry shop and industry,- every working class com- 
munity, every people's organization* This crusade for peace must aim to 
reach the millions of American working people, ITegrp and white, young and 
old, men and women; to arouse them into action in support of the Stockholm 
Appeal to ban the atom bomb; to organize hundreds 1 and thousands of peace 
committees which will ciarry on consistent day to day activity against the 
adventurist imperialist drive. of Wall Street 1 to unleash a QJhird World War. 

Already, thousands of Communists, hundreds of clubs, are engaged in, the most 
varied types of activities in the struggle for peace. But it must be noted 
that as yet not every member f not every club , has "been enlisted in this era- 
sade* We cannot "be satisfied until every single Communist is at his post, 
until every single Communist recognises his responsibility in helping to 
reach out to, and organise hundreds of non-Communists in this struggle. Only 
the maximum mobilization of our membership, and through them every partisan 
of peace, can guarantee the development of the type of peace movement the 
present critical moment demands* JEhis task cannot be fulfilled with a 
section of our membership* the entire membership must he involved. 

With this objective in mind, and as an indispensable part of the work that 
is sapped out for all of us in the months ahead, it is necessary to take 
immediate steps to bring into activity those members who are not coming to 
meetings, who are not paying dues. She low dues payments existing in most 
districts of the country is evidence of the unsatisfactory degree of contact 
with our membership and the still unsatisfactory' level of political mobilisa- 
tion for the fight for peace. Ihe dues situation indicates the need for an 
all put fight by the entire leadership on all levels to help overcome this 
situation and bring .about the speedy integration and involvement of all 
Communists in the peace crusade* 

For this reason we are proposing that all districts immediately plan to 
carry through a dues control during the months of June and July, While the 
aim of this control is to bring every single member in arrears into good 
standing, the primary aim is to involve the members in the activity for peace. 
Io guarantee that this control will not be initiated and carried through in 
a routine formal manner vie v/ant to urge for your consideration the following- 
tasks : 

1. The dues control sha^l be launched at meetings of activists which discuss 
the tasks in the peace crusade and equip our membqrs with the necessary ideo* 
logical clarity to fulfill their responsibilities. Every activist shall be 
enlisted to bring back into activity at least five non-attending and non-dues 
paying members. 
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gf, !Ehch state committee sfcall address a letter to the clubs and to each member 
outlining the tasks in the crusade for peace, and calling upon the members to 
come to meetings, to take an active part in the campaign* 

3, Club executive committees shall he urged to meet at the earliest possible 
date in June with the aim of reviewing the entire membership, determining the 
causes for non-attendance and non-dues payments, and organizing themselves into 
a brigade to guarantee that every such member is reached in a period of a week, 

3* Every single member not attending club meetings or paying dues shall be 
visited to discuss with them the present world situation, the increased danger of 
war, and the tasks that fall upon the shoulders of Communists, 5he leaders of 
the clubs shall discuss with these members their dues payments, attendance at 
club meetings, and how they can help in the peace campaign* 

k. Every district and section leader shall be given responsibility to supervise 
th$ Carrying through of the dues control on a week-to~week basis, i//ith the aim of 
showing definite progress in the integration of the membership throughout the 
period of the control. 

We want to ask that this letter be discussed in your District Board, and that you 
transmit to us the plan you have worked out to carry through the control.

(C) COMMUNIST PARTY, USA - MEMBERSHIP — A review of recent quarterly reports 
liscloses that data concerning membership is not "being reported uniformly. This 
aakes it extremely difficult for an accurate computation of the membership to be 
trade at the Bureau. 

In addition to the data requested in SAC Letter No . 2k dated 

February 13, 19U8, you are instructed to furnish the following information in 

each quarterly report. 

The office of origin of a Communist Party district should set out the 
figures (l) for the entire district, (2) for the* individual states covered by the 
district, and (3) a separate figure for the number of Communist Party members 
in the aw covered by the field division. Auxiliary offices should set out 
figures for (l) the state or portion of a state covered by 'that division, (2) 
the number of Communist Party members in the area covered by the field division. 
Those auxiliary offices who have been authorized by the Bureau to submit data by 
letters rather than by quarterly reports, because of lack of activity, should 
include the above-requested data in their letters to the Bureau and offices of 
origin. 

These figures should be set out clearly in the order above-named. The 
receipt of these figures vill enable the Bureau to maintain current membership 
figures "broken down as to district, state and field division. 

It is realised that since the Communist Party has become very security 
conscious it is difficult to obtain accurate membership figures. Where better 
data is not available, your figures may be based on your own best estimate after 
checking with your most reliable sources of information. If your .information does 
not come from informants, which source would be indicated in the report under a 
T symbol, the basis for your membership computations should be explained in the 
administrative section of the report.

"Any person ^ho Imowingly and willfully forges, counterfeits, alters, 
or falsely metes any certificate authorized to he issued under this 
Act, or knowingly uses or attempts to use any such fraudulent 
certificate, and any person who knowingly and willfully displays or 
cause s to he displayed on any aircraft, any marks that are fal se or 
Mglgading as to the nationality or registration of the aircraft, shal l 
he subject to a fine of not exceeding $1,000 or to imprisonm e nt not 
exceeding thr e e years < or to both such fine and imprisonment, " 

You will note that the recent amendment makes it unlawful to willfully 
display or cause to be displayed marks on aircraft false or misleading as to the 
nationality or registration of the aircraft, 

Regulations of the Civil Aeronautics Board currently effective require 
that aircraft registered for the first time after December 31 > 19^8 shall display 
identification marks consisting of the Boman capital letter "K " denoting 
United States. registration, followed by the registration number. Other aircraft 
(aircraft registered prior to December 31, 19to) which display identification 
marks containing an airworthiness symbol "C t! (compliance with minimum air- 
worthiness requirements), "R" (restricted category aircraft), "X" (experimental 
aircraft), or "L" (military) and which are operated solely within the Continental 
limits of the United States may display such identification marks until the 
first time such aircraft are recovered or refinished to an extent necessitating 
the reapplication of the identification mark* Thereafter such aircraft and after 
December 31, 1950 all aircraft of United States registry, operated outside of the 
Continental limits of the United States, shall display identification marks 
consisting of the Roman capital letter "N, If denoting the United States . . 
registration, followed by the registration number. 

The required marking on the aircraft must be displayed on the right 
half of the upper surface and the left half of the lower surface of the wing 
structure of the aircraft. 

Complaints concerning violations in this section will usually come from 
the Regional Office of the Civil Aeronautics Administration, Investigation of 
such complaints should be initiated immediately. 

(G) C0MMHJWIST PARTY, USA* - MEMBERSHIP *•- Information has been received indicating 
that beginning in the latter part of August and continuing through September 1950 
the Communist Party, USA, is conducting a country-wide reregistration of the 
Party membership* It was reported that the Party hoped to complete this 
registration within a thirty-day period* One source has advised that the 
registration will be conducted strictly on an oral basis. The Party has indicated 
that it will use this registration program to drop from its membership those 
individuals whom it considers to be security risks. 

Each Office must be alert through its confidential informants and other 
coverage for any information concerning the results of this Communist registration* 
The' .Bureaii should be kept promptly advised of any developments in this co&nection 
received* 'in the Field. ,

Strict care must be exercised so that the existence of this 
important source of evidence will not become known to any outside agency. 
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Vfe would like to oall attention of your District Board to several 
important questions relating to the status of Party organization. These 
problems, if unresolved, will serlojrsly hamper the work of £he Party at 
a time when it is necessary to give the most effective day to day leader- 
ship to struggles on many fronts. The difficult objective situation has 
brought the long-standing organizational weaknesses of the Party into _ 
sharp focus. It has also revealed the existenoe of very pronounced liqui- 
dationist tendencies on top levels of leadership, which, if unchecked 
and not reversed, oan prove disastrous. 

First, an examination of registration results in your District 
would indicate that the Party will suffer a drastic decline an membership 
unless the most extraordinary measures, to achieve a maximum registration 
are taken at once.

The slowing 'down, of the tempo of registration can only 
texaJsjfeKxtoriggjft mean that everywhere complaoency is setting in and we are 
not carrying it through Art' speedily as possible. If this is so, we are 
commuting a very serious error. For not only will it prove harnful to 
registration but can effect' oth 9/ r phases of work as well. We cannot re- 
lax our vigilance or return to methods of work and time shedules that do 
not vm± reflect an appreciation of the character of the present situa- 
tion. Moreoveri vre have received no assurances that your registration 
objectives coincide "with the, national Committee estimate that it is pos- 
sible and necessar* to achieve a maximum registration. The national

On the ba&® fo> the migi|&l approach outlined by 
Comrade Hall at the ITational Committee PienxM, it is possible to win the 
overwhelming majority of the Party membershjtf to register and thus avoi^ 
a catostrophie decline 1$at woul^ greatly weaken tbe Party, impair its 
ability to carry out the WsponslbJiities before it, and deprive it of 
many valuable membCrT-%- will prove their/ effectiveness an todays 
ahead.

HENRY WINSTON, National Communist Party Organizational 
Secretary, on August 3Q> 1950, urged completion within thirty days 
of the annual registration of Communist Party membership, according 
to an article in the "Daily Worker" for August 31, 1950, Page 2, Column

WINSTON'S statement said that the passage by the House of 
the infamous Wood Police State Bill and the imminent danger of such a bill 
being rushed through the Senate, emphasized the mad drive to war 
by Wall Street and its political agents. The kernel of this reaction- 
ary offense, the statement said, carried with it the destruction of 
traditional American rights of political association and freedom of 
political opinions* 

The statement declared that as previously decided by the 
National Committee, Communist Party, USA, in order to safeguard the 
welfare and liberties of all Americans, the 1950 annual registration 
which had been underway in recent weeks should be completed within the 
next thirty days. 

The statement concluded: 

"Our Party is and has at all times been, a democratic organ- 
ization, and joining or leaving the ranks of the Communist Party has 
at all times been voluntary individual action based upon conviction. 
We will continue this concept of organisation. Only those ^vho have been 
registered by the Party in the current registration will carry the 
great honor that goes with membership in the Communist Party." 

Confidential Informant Tr-H, of known reliability, made 
available a draft of an undated letter from MICHAEL RUSSO, Assistant 
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National Communist Party Organisational Secretary , to an unidentified 
Communist Party District Board relative to the status of registration 
and dues, 

RUSSO said that an examination of registration results in 
this district would indicate that the Party would suffer drastic 
declines in membership unless the most extraordinary measures to 
achieve a maximum registration were taken- at once. Since the Plenum 
of the National Committee on September I?, 20, 1950, registration 
generally had remained at a stand-still. According to RUSSO, the 
slowing tempo of registration could only mean that everywhere, com- 
placency was setting in and the districts were not carrying it through 
as speedily as possible. 

RUSSO asserted that the National Committee estimated that it 
was possible to achieve an eighty percent registration nationally, and 
everywhere that was the goal that should be Set and fought for. But 
in order to reach this goal, he said, the districts must reject all 
distorted notions and approaches that would base the registration ob- 
jective on the Party cadre and active membership. He urged that all 
arbitrary and mechanical concepts of membership, having no relationship 
to current conditions, should be put aside, 

RUSSO was of the opinion that on the basis of the minimal 
approach outlined by GUS HALL at the Plenum, it was possible to ran the 
overwhelming majority of the Party membership to register and thus avoid 
a catastrophic decline that wouXd greatly weaken the Party, impair its 
ability to carry out the responsibilities before it, and deprive it of 
many valuable members who would prove their effectiveness in days ahead. 
Above all, RUSSO emphasised that most serious efforts must be made to 
retain the Party 1 s working class and negro membership, for losses in 
this respeqt with further aggravate the already serious situation faced 
by the Party with regard to the cle f as composition of the Party, RUSSO 
asserted that not a worker, not a negro, should be dropped without the 
approval of a higher body or committee, and where they had already been 
dropped without the approval of a higher committee, these cases could be 
reviewed with the aim of retaining them in the Party. 

In his letter, RUSSO stated that registration must be completed 
by November l£, 19£0. 

Commenting on the dues status in this particular district, RUSSO 
observed that no appreciable ajuprovetn ent in the situation had been 
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noticed since registration got tinder way, for the simple obvious 
reason that a number of the membership weie not yet attached to one 
of the party organizations, and consequently, "were inactive and did 
not pay dues. 

RUSSO pointed out that intolerable situations- existed where 
scores, if not hundreds, of Party members remained unattached, and that 
if this continued, it would give rise to uncontrollable liquidationist 
tendencies. He said that assigning Party members to a Party organiza- 
tion was an indispensable part of registration* Particularly, he 
stressed the need of assigning every shop worker to a Party organiza- 
tion. 

As part of the preparations of the district and national 
conventions, RUSSO -urged a serious effort to guaranty that every 
registered member was paid up in dues. 

With regard to the question of Par by recruiting, RUSSO 
noted that recruiting had come to a standstill in this district^ 
that the attitude prevailed in Painty ranks generally, that it was 
impossible to recruit. RUSSO felt that this was utterly wrong, and 
did not reflect the understanding of what Y/as meant by a Party of a 
new type. He admitted recxnaiting could not be undertaken in the old 
way, and that new forms of recruiting must be developed in keeping 
with the requirements of the present situation. The fact was, he 
insisted, that the Party must recruit regardless of the objective 
situation, for the Party could net remain static. To fail to recruit, 
to operate on the theory that new was not the time to recruit, RUSSO 
pointed out, was to succumb to liquidationism. 

RUSSO observed that even to retain the Party 1 s .present 
membership strength, recruiting must take place. He strongly recommended 
that the possibilities of recruiting a. modest number or worlsrs into 
the Party by the time of the National Convention be examined, for 
the fulfilment of a minimum- recruiting drive, however modest, would have 
a healthier effect on the membership as a whole. 

NATIONAL MEMBERSHIP APPROXIMATES 1+6,000 

As indicated in reference report, National Membership of the 
Communist Party, USA, was approximately ij.6,000 as of March, 195>0. 
This' figure of 1^6,000 is based on the fact that Confidential Informant 
T~5>6, of known reliability, previously reported that the 19h9 national 
membership totalled j&,000, and HENRI WINSTON, National Communist Party 
Organizational Secretary, at a National Committee Plenum held March 20- 
22, 195>0, admitted that the 19k9 membership had declined by 1$ percent.
